The document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter 
of claim 1 , and shows (abstract, section "2.2 Unknown word detection using 
garbage models") a speech recognition system in which garbage models are used 
to select different sets of active vocabulary. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from this known method in that keywords are 
directly recognized when associated with a given sequence of garbage models, 
without the need of a second recognition pass on another vocabulary set such as 
proposed in D1 . 

The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore new (Article 33(2) PCT). 

The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as how to 
recognize keywords in noisy environments. 

The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of the present application is 
considered as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) because it is not 
directly derivable from the prior art. 

Claims 2-16 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of 
the PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step.
